The Annual Town Meeting of 1955 authorized the Selectmen to 
install sixty additional street lights as follows: 52-1000 Lumen Lamps, 
1-2500 Lumen Lamp, 2-10,000 Lumen Mercury. 


Annual Town Report 


The Board appointed the ‘Town Report Committee for 1955 and 
voted to have 3,500 copies printed. The Board received three bids for 
the printing of the Annual ‘Town Report for the year 1955. ‘The Board 
accepted the Bid of Sanderson Brothers of North Abington, Mass., the 
lowest bidder, in the amount of $16.20 per page. 


Notes and Bonds 


During the year the Selectmen approved and signed 161 notes for 
a total borrowing of $1,838,515. 


Other Activities 


As authorized by the votes passed under Article 8 of the 1954 Annual 
‘Town Meeting the Selectmen adopted orders for taking of land by eminent 
domain on Worcester Street for School purposes. 

As authorized by the vote passed under Article 72 of the Annual 
Town Meeting the Selectmen had No Hunting Signs posted at all 
entrances of the ‘Town of Natick. 

As of August the Selectmen revised the Jury List for 1955-1956. 
Fourteen Jurors from Natick were drawn to serve on the Jury. 

The Selectmen requested as of November 7, 1955 that all Town 
Offices be open Monday Evenings from 7:30 to 9:30 in order to have 
a more coordinated administration of ‘Town Business. 

One more Police Woman was appointed to take over the duties at 
the Schools for Trafic Duty. Doris Margaret O’Connell of 11 Hawthorne 
Street was appointed April 1, 1955. 


Richard Gould was appointed ‘Town Accountant as of October 31, 
1955. 

Robert F. White was appointed ‘Town Counsel as of April 1, 1955. 

The Selectmen voted to combine their office with that of the finance 
committee and moved to Room 1, Masonic Block as of September Ist, 
thereby saving the ‘Town $1,800 a year. 

A State of Emergency was declared on South Main Street near 
Bennett Street when a piped and covered brook became blocked and 
overflowed into ten cellars. ‘The Public Works Department relocated the 
pipe and thereby eliminated a bad condition which had been in existence 
for a few years. 


Applications were received from January 4th to January 6th, 1956 
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for Liquor Store License to expose, keep for sale and to sell all kinds of 
alcoholic beverages. 


The Selectmen are most appreciative of the cooperation received 
from the ‘Town Officers, Department Heads and various Committees who 
have been called upon to meet with them during the year to discuss 
and assist in solving the many problems which arose this past year.

and varied professional services including weekly meetings with the 
Selectmen as well as frequent meetings and conferences with the various 
departments and committees of the town.

Consistent with a nation-wide trend, Natick showed an unhealthy in- 
crease in criminal statistics for the year 1955. ‘The number of arrests made 
by the Police Department almost doubled. The total of fines levied and 
prison sentences pronounced has risen sharply. ‘The town suffered it’s 
first bank robbery in many years. Breaking, entering and robbery of 
private homes has increased, and presents a problem. The Police Depart- 
ment has increased its vigilence, but there is now need of more complete 
civilian cooperation. Citizens at home or at business establishments are 
urged to immediately report all suspicious persons, cars and telephone 
calls to the Police. In an attempt to cope with this serious situation, I am 
recommending the installation of citizen’s alarms and Police boxes. 
‘These will operate on the communication lines which are already in- 
stalled and paid for under the Fire Alarm appropriation. The only cost 
to the town will be the installation of the board at headquarters, and the 
police boxes. Boxes will be placed in South Natick, West Natick and in 
the business center. hese will provide direct communication for the 
foot officer, and provide for emergency direct calls from the citizens.

The new addition to the Police Courthouse building which will 
ereatly increase the efficiency of the department, is now underway and 
should be completed by June Ist. The new radio system 1s effectively in 
operation. 


Our program of training personnel continued in 1955. Four officers 
graduated from the State Police ‘Training School sponsored by the State 
Police in conjunction with the Massachusetts Chief’s of Police Associa- 
tion. It is my intentions that four more officers will attend in 1956. 


Our traffic problem continues to take a great part of our energy, effort 
and tunds. We are still faced with tremendous problems at Speen Street, 
Oak Street, and Grove Road. It is not within the Towns sole power to 
control these areas. The State continues to promise the necessary assist- 
ance, which we await. We are grateful because no traffic accidents oc- 
curred in school areas in 1955. Motor vehicle registrations in Natick now 
total 12,000, which means that we have twice as many cars as school chil- 
dren. A large share of the credit for this success belongs to the women 
police. Cooperation between operators and the police is much better 
than the arrest record would indicate. In 1955, there were fewer acci- 
dents resulting in personal injury. ‘The citizens can be proud of the high 
regard in which their Insurance Company’s hold them. The reward for 
safe driving is shared by all through the medium of insurance premiums. 
Incidentally the Motor Vehicle excise taxes collected by Natick during 
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The rate reduction enjoyed by Natick was not general in the State. 
1955, would have paid all Natick Police cost for 1954 and 1955. 


‘This report cannot be concluded without again saying “Thank You” 
to the Auxiliary Police. In addition to their services at all public gather- 


ings, they gave generously of their time and energy in all emergency 
situations throughout the year. 


It is also again time to express our gratitude to the other officials and 
departments in Town Government for their sincere cooperation in 1955. 


The entire number of arrests for offenses committed in Natick for 
iiemveamenaine December 31, 1955, was 1,582. Of this number, 1,513 
were males, 69 females, 114 residents, 1,468 non-residents, 1,563 adults, 
19 minors. In addition there were 631 arrests made or summonses served 
for out of town Police Departments. 


There were 25 juveniles, 24 males and 1 female, before the Juvenile 
Session of the District Court during the year. 13 were residents, 12 non- 
residents.

Report of the Fire Department for the Year 1955:

THE PERSONNEL OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT WAS INCREASED BY THE ADDITION 
of three permanent Firefighters on June 1, 1955 and an additional three 
Firefighters are authorized for January 1, 1956. With the opening of the 
new West Natick Fire Station the number of men to be assigned to this 
station should be forth coming. By the recommendation of a Committee 
appointed to study the needs of the Fire Department in 1952 these men 
were anticipated. 


At the close of the year the new West Natick Fire Station is well 
under way. It is expected that it will be in operation with a skeleton 
crew early in 1956. The Committee appointed under Article 44 of the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1955 for the purpose of erecting this station 
made an extensive search into the possible relocation of Speen Street or 
the construction of an overpass at the intersection of Speen Street and 
Worcester Street before planning the West Natick Station at Speen Street 
and ‘Travis Road. ‘The Committee has approved plans and proceeded to 
build a station which I believe will be most adequate for the Fire De- 
partment’s use now and have given proper consideration to the possible 
erowth of the Department. 


I repeat the statement of the 1954 Report, “The Felchville Station is 
in very poor condition,” and its continued use after 1956 is beyond good 
judgment and reasoning; giving thought to conditions under which men 
are asked to work and live. 


Land should be obtained in the East Natick Area in the 1956 Annual 
Town Meeting with funds provided to obtain plans and specifications for 
a new Fire Station in that location. 


It has been the endeavor of this Department to maintain an active 
Fire Prevention program; conducting inspections of all schools, places of 
public assembly, hospital, nursing homes, homes for the aged, and 
mercantile property. It is being recommended that a set of Fire Preven- 
tion Ordinances be established at the Annual ‘Town Meeting, having 
been prepared by a Special Committee which reported in the 1954 An- 
nual Town Report. Every effort will be made to maintain and expand 

this most necessary function. 


There was delivered to the Town a new Fire Engine in December 
1955 which has been assigned to the South Natick Station. ‘The general 
condition of the Town’s apparatus is good. One Engine is approaching 14 
years of age, this being our oldest active first line apparatus. ‘Vhe Forest 
Fire Truck is 15 years old and has had a great deal of hard usage. While 
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this truck is still serviceable and its continued use is anticipated, there 
should be a new Forest Fire Truck purchased this year to replace the old 
Combination Truck which is 20 years old and used as a second Forestry 
Truck. This new piece of apparatus should have included in it fog and 
foam systems for use as a Crash Truck on the ‘Turnpikes which go through 
our town. A Winch should also be included on this piece of apparatus 
which would be most valuable in the event of serious crash on the 
highway or other possible accidents. 


The Fire Alarm system has been maintained in a most reliable con- 
dition, monthly tests of all Fire Alarm Boxes and equipment have been 
conducted throughout the year. Additions to the system were made to 
include some of the new areas of the town, installing ten new Fire Alarm 
Boxes. Underground lines were installed on Worcester Street, west of 
Bacon Street. The continuance of the expansion program of installing 
ten new boxes each year should not be neglected and underground lines 
on Worcester Street from North Main Street to Bacon Street should be 
installed in 1956. This concludes the extent of the underground lines 
with the limited number of telephone ducts in the town. Underground 
alarm systems are more dependable and the Department plans to request 
extension whenever and wherever ducts are made available. 


The fire loss in the ‘Town for the year had been very low until the 
month of December which was one of the busiest months in the history of 
the Department. While the year’s loss was not exceptionally large the 
Carling fire of December 28, reflected a large portion of this loss.

IN SUBMITTING THE THIRTY-FIFTH REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC 
Works your attention is called to the fact that most of our recommenda- 
tions made in the annual report for the year 1954 were voted at the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1955. 


We regret to report the loss of Mr. B. G. Sargent, Superintendent of 
the Department, who passed away suddenly in April of 1955. Mr. Sargent 
had been an employee of the Department since 1918. ‘The Department 
functioned without a Superintendent from April to October with the 
Commissioners assuming the greater responsibility of the daily functions. 
This was accomplished with the cooperation of all departmental em- 
ployees. 


After many months of consultation and interviewing of applicants 
who aspired the position as head of the Department of Public Works, 
Mr. Walter F. Burdick was appointed to fill this important vacancy. Mr. 
Burdick has the necessary qualifications and experience to give to the 
people of Natick a highly efficient department. 


We report with regret the loss of Mr. John P. Daley who also passed 

away suddenly in July of 1955 after thirty-seven (37) years of service as 
an employee and a foreman of the Highway Division. We also regret to 
report the loss of Mr. William M. Casey who passed away after nine 
months of illness. Mr. Casey had been an employee of the Water and 
Sewer Division for eighteen (18) years. 
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In November we regretted the loss due to retirement of Mr. James 
Robertson, Foreman of the Water and Sewer Division. Mr. Robertson 
had been an employee of the Department for twenty-six (26) years. 


Mr. James W. Spiller who was an Assistant Foreman of the Water 
and Sewer Division was appointed to fill the vacancy created by the re- 
tirement of Mr. Robertson. 


Mr. Charles M. Thrasher resigned as Highway Foreman in Novem- 
ber to accept an appointment as Acting Postmaster at the Natick Post 
Office. Mr. Herman F. Brown, Jr., an employee and heavy equipment 
operator for ten (10) years was appointed as Highway Foreman to fill 
this vacancy. 


During the past year a comprehensive study was made by your Board 
of Public Works with respect to Department efficiency. In the Budget 
requests for 1956 you will note a sizeable increase for the Administration 
Section and also a new Section to be known as the Engineering Division. 
These changes have been deemed necessary by the Board due primarily 
to the tremendous growth of the own and the greater responsibility of 
the Department. 


The newly created Engineering Division is to be composed of four 
employees, an addition of two employees, together with adequate equip- 
ment for each including office engineering equipment and office space. 


The Administrative Section has been reorganized and two additional 
employees have been requested. The present office area in the Public 
Works Building is badly in need of repair and it is absolutely necessary 
that extensive renovations be undertaken to provide adequate facilities 
and space for the enlarged Administrative Section and the Engineering 
Division. 

It is also the intent of your Board of Public Works to undertake 
major repairs and improvements to the Water System throughout the 
town, the roadway and drainage systems, and a considerable amount of 
time has been devoted to a study of existing problems with respect to 
each. Under the Divisions of the Department the recommendations of the 
Board may be found that pertain to each Division. 


The following is a complete report of the work completed by the 


Divisions of the Department during the past year:— 


Highway Division 


During the current year the Highway Division oiled many sections 
of streets cleaned, repaired and flushed drains, and repaired many sec- 
tions of fences and retaining walls along the public ways of the town. 


Valley Road, Cooper Road, and Allen Street were constructed under 
Chapter 82 and 80 of the General Laws, as amended. Upon their com- 
pletion these roadways were accepted as public ways of the ‘Town of 
Natick. 
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New drains were laid during the year and connected to the Town 
System in the following streets: — 


Allen Street Cooper Road 
Valley Road Oxford Street 
Cottage Street South Main Street 
Bacon Street Beacon Street 
West Street Pitts Street 


Oak Street 


New sidewalks were constructed during the year on the following 
roadways under Chapter 82 and 80 of the General Laws, as amended:— 


Hartford Street Wellesley Avenue 
Oxford Street Valley Road 
Allen Street Cooper Road 


Park Avenue 


Sections of the Boston and Albany Railroad Bridges were replanked 
at Marion Street, Spring Street, Washington Street, Walnut Street, and 
Mill Street. Several of the bridges were resurfaced with Type I Bitumin- 
ous concrete. 


The Highway Division supervised and inspected all drainage in 
roadways constructed by the developers throughout the town. ‘These 
drains are all connected to the Town System and in all there were ap- 
proximately 800 feet of drainage laid and 10 catch basins and manholes 
constructed. 


Under the provisions of Section 6E of Chapter 40 of the General 
Laws as inserted by Chapter 538 of the Acts of 1950 temporary minor re- 
pairs were made on several private ways in the town. Receipts from the 
work amounted to $261.00. Private ways on which temporary minor re- 
pairs were made were as follows:— 


Nolin Street Howe Street 
Watson Street Brooks Street 
Garden Road 


The contract signed with the New England Survey Services, Inc., of 
Boston, Massachusetts, for the Block Map System of the town was renewed 
during the current year. To date the contractor has furnished a complete 
set of seventy-nine (79) maps for correction to the Board of Public Works 
and the Board of Assessors. On each map is designated each property 
line, lot area, and a code number assigned for use with a general index. 
The entire Town Line has been established and all town bounds have 
been located in the field. 


Many of the preliminary sheets have been returned to the contractor 
-for correction and linen tracings are now being prepared for the com- 
pleted set of mosaic sheets. The entire set of maps and indexes are sched- 
uled for completion and delivery within the next six months. 


A section of Eliot Street was resurfaced with Penetration Asphalt 
and Oiled Peastone under Chapter 90 Maintenance. The work when 
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completed was approved by the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works and both the State and County paid the town their one-third 
share of the cost of the work completed. 


During the year a considerable amount of equipment time and man 
hours were spent in aiding other ‘Town Departments in completing 
various forms of construction work and in assisting them in planning 
for the removal of various problems relative to water conditions, drain- 
age, and general grading. During the past vear a considerable amount 
of material was moved to the Major Daniel J. Murphy School Area by 
the Highway Division and Department Equipment and operators as- 
sisted the School Department in the regrading of the entire property; a 
section of drainage was installed at Memorial Bathing Beach; grading 
work and earth moving operations were also completed at the West 
Natick School Area. 


A section of South Main Street was reconstructed from Cottage 
Street northerly for a distance of seven hundred (700) feet under Chap- 
ter 90 Construction. The project is to extend to Walcott Square but due 
to the fact that the plans and construction details were not presented until 
late in the Fall of the year by the State Department of Public Works only 
a section was completed. The balance of the work together with the sur- 
face paving of the newly reconstructed section will be completed as soon 
as weather permits in the late Spring of 1956. 


A considerable amount of time was consumed for the clearing away 
of debris and the cleaning of the Drainage System due to the heavy rain 
storms during August and October. During the heavy rain of October 
20th. and 21st. an emergency was declared by the Board due to flooding 
conditions caused by the tremendous amount of rain which fell and the 
collapse of culverts and other component parts of the Drainage System. 


Extensive major repairs were declared necessary on North Avenue 
South Main Street, and Bennett Street and work was begun immediately. 
Larger pipe was installed and culverts rebuilt, or replaced with reinforced 
concrete pipe, at the previously mentioned locations and the Board of 
Public Works submitted a formal application to the Flood Relief Board 
for reimbursement for the work together with major repair work required 
on the drainage system on Glen Street and Glenwood Street. The re- 
quest for Flood Relief Funds was investigated and an allotment of 
$13,000.00 has been established for the Department to complete the re- 
quired work and for the reimbursement to the town for its cost. 


It is recommended that a sum of money be appropriated:— 
1. ‘To reconstruct a section of Pond Street from South Main 
Street westerly toward High Street. 


2. To reconstruct Speen Street from West Central Street 
southerly to the Sherborn ‘Town Line under the provisions of 
Chapter 90 of the General Laws, one half the cost to be borne 
by the State and one-quarter of the cost to be borne by the 
County and ‘Town each. 


It is the opinion of the Board of Public Works that this 
improvement in the roadway system of the town is abso- 
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lutely necessary due to the fact that Speen Street is a 
heavily travelled roadway at present and with the com- 
pletion of the new East-West ‘Toll Road this roadway 
will have a tremendous increase in travel. This will be 
due primarily to the fact that at the north end of Speen 
Street near Commonwealth Road an Interchange is 
being constructed and the direct entrance and exit to this 
Interchange will be by way of Speen Street. This section 
of Speen Street for which we are requesting and recom- 
mend the reconstruction of is in poor condition and far 
too narrow within the limits of the traveled way for the 
present and anticipated traffic volume. 


3. To complete the necessary drainage work under the Flood 
Relief Act so that the work can be completed as soon as pos- 
sible so the Town can be reimbursed for its cost. 


4. ‘To purchase a Model 1956 Powered Street Sweeper to replace 
the 1946 unit now in use that has become obsolete. 


5. ‘To purchase an additional Automatic Highway Sander and 
‘Two Way Radio Equipment—one half the cost of which can 
be obtained through the Civil Defense Agency. 


Experience has proven during the past few years that 
Two Way Radio Equipment is an absolute necessity in 
the Service Equipment of the Department at all times. 
For many such emergency periods which have been ex- 
perienced such as the hurricanes of the past two years, 
heavy rain storms causing flooding conditions, power fail- 
ures at Water and Sewer Division installations, and for 
service and emergency calls from property owners for 
service due to broken service pipes and for burst water 
and sewer lines, much valuable time could be conserved 
with the use of this equipment. It is the opinion of the 
Board of Public Works that if provided this equipment 
many dollars will be saved for the town in material, 
equipment, and labor costs and will enable the Depart- 
ment to greatly increase its efficiency in Public Service 
and General Maintenance Operations, all of which will 
greatly reduce the possibility of costly damage to installa- 
tions of the Department and every property owner will 
be afforded greater protection in periods of emergency. 


Sanitation Division 


During the past year there were approximately 5,160 cubic yards 
of garbage collected in the town, an increase over the previous year of 
660 cubic yards. Receipts from the sale of garbage collected during the 
year amounted to $5,930.47. ‘This increase in volume of garbage collected 
during the past year signifies the continual growth of the town. In 
order to meet the schedule of one collection per week it was necessary to 
operate the three regular collection units full time and also the fourth 
unit part time during the Summer months. 
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A distinct increase in the amount of household rubbish collection 
has been noted during the past year also. In order to meet the bi-monthly 
schedule for rubbish collection it has been necessary to operate both 
collection units — the second on a part time basis. 


Water Division 


During the past year this Division added approximately 7,460 feet 
of new cast iron water main to the System and 171 new services were 


added. 


New six (6) inch water mains were laid on Cooper Road, Oxford 
Street, Valley Road, Willow Street, Garden Road, and Linwood Road. 
These new pipes were for the replacement of small one (1) inch and two 
(2) inch mains which have been in existence for many years. 


New eight (8) inch water mains were laid on Speen Street, ‘Travis 
Road Extension, Maple Avenue, and on Marion Street. On Marion 
Street the new main line was for the replacement of an old four (4) inch 
cement main which had been in service for a great many years and was 
badly in need of replacement. 


The main system was also extended with six (6) inch cast iron pipe 
on Westview Road, Hartford Street, Cheryl Road, Ray Street, Worcester 
Street, Zoar Street, and Craigie Street. 


The new well with a pumping capacity of two million gallons 
per day was completed during the year and was put in service in August. 
This unit was in use during a portion of the Summer period and even 
with this additional well there is presently need of another unit due to 
the extension of the system during the past year and the greater demand 
for supply from industrial sites and Governmental Installations. 


A survey was conducted during the past year in order to determine 
what the proper procedure would be to eliminate the lack of pressure on 
the high points of the town. During the Summer months when a great 
amount of water is used from 5 P. M. to about 9:30 P. M. for ordinary 
household use, washing, and for lawn watering, such locations as Bay 
State Road, Blueberry Hill Road, Strawberry Hill Road, Woodland 
Street, Rockland Street, and the Walnut Hill Area have difficulty in ob- 
taining water in both proper volume and pressure. 


It was found that certain existing water main lines will have to be 
replaced with pipe of a larger size in order to eliminate this condition 
and that booster stations will have to be installed to maintain constant 
pressure that is adequate to meet all demands. In addition to these steps 
it will be also necessary to locate a new well complete with pumping 
equipment in the east section of the town off Oak Street. These steps 
when completed will eliminate the lack of proper volume and pressure 
throughout the town so therefore we recommend that a sum of money be 
appropriated to relay existing water mains with pipe of larger size, for the 
erection and installation of small booster units, and for the construction 
of a new well equipped with pumping equipment and accessories. It is 
further recommended that a sum of money be appropriated to purchase 
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a Gradall Unit for the Water Division. This unit when made available 
will increase the output of work and eliminate the need of renting trench- 
ing equipment for water and sewer main and service installation work 
and can be classified as an item that is absolutely necessary for the Water 
Division due to the tremendous amount of work that is required to make 
the Water System adequate. 


Sewer Division 


All sewer lines were flushed during the past year and there has 
been little leakage during the year in the System. 


The Chlorinators were in full operation during the warm weather 
at both the Sewer Pumping Station and the Filtration Area. Approxi- 
mately 27,000 pounds of liquid chlorine were injected into the raw 
sewage. 


The main sewer system was extended into the following streets 
within newly constructed developments by the Developers under the 
supervision and inspection of this Division: 


Cheryl Road 
Hartford Street 
Travis Road Extension 


In addition to the above sewer was extended by the Sewer Division 
into the following streets: 


Worcester Street Allen Street 
Francis Avenue Tucker Street 
Valley Road Winch Way 


The contract of the Elm Construction Company of Hyde Park, 
Massachusetts, for the construction of a system of sewers throughout 
streets in the Wellesley-at-Natick Area and on East Central Street was 
completed in the early Fall. Immediately upon its completion the Sewer 
Division began to install house service connections in the area and 
in all ninety-one (91) service connections were installed by the Dt- 
vision. Certain work in the area such as loaming and seeding has not 
been completed to date and is to be completed in the Spring of 1956 as 
soon as weather permits. Upon completion of this work final costs will 
be determined and all assessments levied in accordance with the vote 
of the Town Meetings of 1954 and 1955. 


Under the vote on Article 51 of the Warrant for the Annual ‘Town 
Meeting of 1955 a sum in the amount of $73,000.00 was appropriated for 
the construction of a system of sewers in the Bay State Homes Area and on 
- Marion Street. Bids were publicly advertised and the work was awarded 
to the low bidder, The Ralph-Richard Construction Company of Ded- 
ham, Massachusetts, in July and work was immediately begun. The 
main system of sewers were completed in October of 1955 and the in- 
stallation of the pumping equipment in the pumping station was not 
completed until late in December. 
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The main sewer system was extended under this contract on to 
the following streets: 


Marion Street Bacon Street 
‘Terrace Road Bay State Road 
Digren Road 


The house connection work in the general area will be completed 
by the Sewer Division of the Department and work will begin in the 
Spring of 1956 as soon as weather permits commencement of the work. 


Under the vote on Article 49 of the Warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting of 1955 it was voted to construct a sewer pumping station and 
the installation of a sewer force main to service the Industrial Park Area 
off Worcester and Speen Streets. At present the unit is about seventy (70) 
percent complete and will be in full operation in the late Spring of 1956. 


We do not recommend that any large expenditure of funds be made 
for the extension of the sewer system into any unserviced area at this 
time since the present Disposal Plant and Sewer Pumping Station are 
operating at full capacity. It is not deemed advisable to consider the 
extension of the main system to any great degree until the South 
Metropolitan Sewer Trunk Line is completed and the Town System 
connected to it which will not be for another year at least according to 
the latest information received by your Board.

NATICK CONTINUES TO GROW. SINCE 1940 IT HAS DOUBLED IN POPULATION. 
It is a concomitant circumstance that the school system should grow, too, 
with its increase in pupil load (in 1940, 2372, and in 1955, 5817 Larne 
with its increase in teacher personnel (in 1940, 98 teachers, and in 1955 
225), and with its ever enlarging school facilities. Next September it is 
anticipated that over 700 children will enter kindergarten, and for the 
years immediately following, this same approximate number is expected. 
In the not too distant future there will be classes of 700 pupils, plus or 
minus, in every grade through the 12th year. 


The School Committee, recognizing this problem of housing, teacher 
staffing, and other necessary services, is endeavoring to keep pace. At 
the same time it realizes the seriousness of the rapidly increasing financial 
burden to the town. (This year, 1955, the school tax rate is 55.46% of 
the total tax rate of the town.) 


It would appear that our new High School will be adequate for the 
next few years. What to do about a junior high school is of imminent 
concern. Our present Coolidge Junior High School contains only grades 
seven and eight yet it is bursting at the seams. We must build a new junior 
high school, just as soon as it is possible. However, to build one at this 


time, at an estimated cost of 114 million, is more than we can afford. With 


Center School children getting hot lunches at the steam table in the School cafeteria. 


this in mind, it is desirable at present that we build more elementary 
classrooms at a lesser cost, thereby opening up the old high school for the 

overflow from the present junior high. This building is now housing all 
the sixth grades and most of the fifth grades in the town, Eight-room add1- 
tions are being proposed for the Lincoln and Lilja Schools at a cost of 
somewhat less than $400,000.00, total outlay. “he Cole School, about to 
be built on Boden Lane, will supply seven new elementary classrooms. 
Land for another elementary school is to be taken in 1956 off Oak Street 
near Winter Street. ‘This school, when built, will relieve the increasing 
pupil loads at the Bennett-Hemenway School and at the East Natick 
School. 


To help the School Committee and the school administration a 
Citizens Advisory Committee is being formed to assist the former in re- 
solving some of the problems with which it is faced. ‘This advisory com- 
mittee, it is hoped, will help in planning both for the immediate and for 
the distant future. 


The School Committee, which in 1952 voted a $300.00 increase in 
salaries to the teachers, and which again in 1954 voted a second $300.00 
increase, has, this fall, voted to recommend at the coming ‘Town Meeting 
a further increase of $250.00 to take effect in September, 1956. 


The Youth Guidance Center of the Greater Framingham Mental 
Health Association, with a psychiatrist and a psychologist in attendance, 
is being formed at the present time. ‘This activity is linked to the Massa-

chusetts Department of Mental Health; through this agency, financial sup- 
port for this program is, in part, being met by the State. ‘The Schoo] Com- 
mittee, recognizing the value to the town, has voted to give its support for 
the year 1956. It is expected that in succeeding years such support will 
come from the Community Chest. 


Fifteen people from Natick — interested citizens, school personnel 
and School Committeemen — attended the State-wide three-day White 
House Conference held in September at the University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst. 


At the request of the School Committee, staff members of the High 
School presented excellent and informative talks on their respective pro- 
grams of study before open meetings of the School Committee during the 
first half of 1955. Mr. Wendell Bennett, Head of the Science Department, 
Mr. Lawrence Bartnick, Head of the Mathematics Department, Miss Emily 
Shannon, Head of the English Department and Miss Kathleen Young, 
Head of the Foreign Languages Department participated. ‘These meetings 
were profitable to those who attended. If sufficient interest is developed 
the School Committee will be pleased to continue this program . 


During the past year two loyal and devoted teachers who served the 
town faithfully for many years passed on — Miss Alice J. Foster and Miss 
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Harriet C. Vinal. Miss Foster was a mathematics teacher in the Coolidge 
Junior High School serving the town from 1909 until her retirement in 
the spring of 1955. Miss Vinal was an elementary school teacher joining 
our system in 1924 and retiring in 1955. 


The School Committee wishes to thank all those citizens who, through 
their interest and cooperation, offered and helped with their constructive 
ideas and suggestions. 


The Superintendent’s report, which follows, is a most complete 
summary of what is taking place in our school system today and, in addi- 
tion, furnishes some enlightening facts on what is ahead of us. A close 
study of this report will enable the citizens of the town to understand 
better the problems before them.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Natick: 


‘THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION IS SUBMITTED AS MY ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE 
calendar year 1955 and, as such, pertains to the educational advance of our 
Public Schools for the latter half of the school year 1954-55 and the first 
part of the school year 1955-56. Sometime in the future it may be feasible 
to have the school year coincide with the calendar or financial year of the 
town. Included in this report you will find information that should be of 
interest to you as a parent and as a citizen, references to vital educational 
needs of the present and the future, and explanatory notes and statistics as 
to the progress of our school system. ‘The town of Natick continues to be 
faced with the problems of providing adequate school housing for the 
youth of our community. 


General 


The Public Schools of Natick opened after the Christmas Recess on 
Tuesday, January 4, 1955, with an enrollment of 5,453 pupils (enrollment 
taken on January 24, 1955) as compared with an enrollment of 4,944 pupils 
in January of 1954, an increase in one year of approximately 500 pupils 
and an increase of 100 pupils in less than 4 months after the opening of 
school in September, ‘The increase in enrollment was not confined to one 
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particular grade or one division of our school system. However, the 
increase did show that, with the exception of three grades, other grades 
had increased in number of pupils during this period as many as 26 pupils 

— the greatest increase having taken place in the secondary schools. ‘These 
latter facts are significant in that they indicate a movement or transfer of 
families with older children into our community in excess of those leaving 
the community. 


At the close of the school year in June figures indicated that school 
enrollment was still on the increase and with the opening of school in 
September, after a delay of nine days because of the “infantile scare,” 
well over 5,800 pupils became members of the Natick Public Schools — 
approximately 500 more pupils than the previous September. 


Fortunately the school system was prepared to care for this increase in 
enrollment—an increase which was realized in practically all sections of 
the community—even though no new building facilities were available. 
In general the great majority of pupils were housed in up-to-date regular 
classrooms, although a few of necessity had to be transferred and trans- 
ported by bus to other sections of the town. Special or temporary class- 
rooms were made by partitioning some large multi-purpose rooms. ‘The 
junior high school housing situation is possibly one of the most acute prob- 
lems. Here nearly 800 pupils of grades 7 and 8 are housed in a building 
designed to care for approximately 600 pupils. ‘The necessary use of class- 
rooms constructed in the cafeteria, overcrowded regular classrooms, the 
use of special rooms not designed as homerooms, inadequate recreational 
facilities for so many pupils, and insufficient lunch accommodations are 
but a few of the numerous difficulties involved in the development of 
proper educational procedure of this two-grade junior high school. 


In spite of these many temporary but necessary arrangements it is 
believed that pupils are reasonably well located under the circumstances, 
are happy, and are receiving a sound education. Parents, teachers, and 
pupils have been very understanding and helpful. “The High School, now

accommodating grades 9 through 12, is the only unit in the entire Natick 
Public School System that is not overcrowded or does not consist of some 
makeshift or temporary arrangements. Approximately 1,100 pupils are 
presently housed in this building which will adequately care for over 1,500 


pupils. 


The Staff 


The classroom instructional staff of the Public Schools now numbers 
214 members. ‘There are also 30 members whose duties are categorized as 
a combination of supervision, classroom instruction, guidance, attendance, 
and administration. The secretarial and clerical assistance staff has 12 
members. ‘There are 4 nurses, 30 custodians, and 12 part-time employees 
including the school physicians, a “home-teacher,” a psychologist, and in- 
structors in handwriting and Americanization. A total of 290 full-time 
employees and 12 part-time employees presently make up the entire staff 
of the Public School System. In order to carry on adequately a proper 
educational program next year it is believed that we will need 17 addi- 
tional full-time people and 5 additional part-time employees. 


Twenty new teaching positions were filled during the year and 30 
teachers were employed to take the place of those who had retired, had 
transferred to another school system, or had left the teaching profession 
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for personal reasons. Of this number 5 are on a temporary substitute basis 
at the present time. 


The average Natick classroom teacher’s salary rate at this writing 1s 
approximately $3,900.00 which, according to available statistics comparing 
some school systems in the Boston or Eastern Massachusetts area, is slightly 
below average. ‘This is partially due to the fact that Natick has a relatively 
young staff and partially due to the fact that some communities have 
raised salary levels faster than has Natick. ‘The teaching salary range 
in Natick as of now is $3,000.00 to $4,800.00 on a bachelor’s degree level. 
The trend toward higher teaching salaries is quite evident. Natick must 
be prepared to move along with this trend, if we are to continue competing 
for the most competent teachers. 


Natick continues to do its share in training new teachers to fill a 
serious and widespread shortage. College students from Wellesly, Fram- 
ingham ‘Teachers College, Boston University, Boston College, Regis Col- 
lege, ‘Tufts University, Wheelock, Lesley, and other schools of higher 
education have been provided with the opportunity to do classroom ob- 
serving and practice teaching under the direction of some of our out- 
standing staff members. It is well to mention here that a Future ‘Teachers 
of America Club is sponsored in our High School and presently consists of 
a number of active members who at the proper time should be a great 
asset to the teaching profession.

The faculty of the Natick Public Schools is one in which the Town 
should have justifiable pride. ‘Their concern and genuine interest in the 
children under their care is, in my opinion, exceptional. Many are the 
personal sacrifices in time and money of which the administration has no 
immediate knowledge. ‘he numerous friendly notes and frequently kind 
words teachers receive from parents and citizens are very helpful in 
fostering high morale and professional satisfaction. 


The staff, in addition to regular classroom and general school duties, 
is very active in curriculum development, in the pursuit of professional im- 
provement, in civic affairs, and in local, state, regional, and national educa- 
tional associations. 


Kindergarten 


(An essential part of a school system) 


Kindergartens, educational units that exist today as a very definite 
part of the elementary division of many school systems, had their be- 
ginning in our community in 1943. Previous to this and during the 
middle-to-late 1930’s — “depression days’ — a few child-care centers had 
been established by the town and were located in vacant school classrooms. 
The actual formation and establishment of Public School Kindergarten

came about in September of 1943 as the result of the recognition of the 
value of kindergarten experience in an educational program by the 
school administration and the School Committee, and by the ‘Town in 
approving a school budget which included provisions for such a_ pur- 
pose. ‘Iwo kindergarten teachers were employed and two units were 
established with an enrollment of 77 pupils. ‘The kindergarten enrollment 
at the present time is 624 pupils. The worth of kindergarten experience 
has been proven over and over again. 


Public School Kindergartens exist in the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts in nearly 35% of her towns and cities extending from Adams in 
the Berkshires to Boston on the sea coast, from Rockport to Millis 
to Easthampton. Wellesley, Newton, Braintree, Brookline, Concord, Lin- 
coln, Milford, Milton, Needham, Sharon, Springfield, Watertown, and 
Winchester are but a few with entrance ages ranging from 4 years and 
2 months to 5 years as of the first day of September of the entrance year. 
Approximately 55,000 children or about 8% of school-age children in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts attend Public School Kindergarten. 
Approximately 10% of school-age children in our community attend 
kindergarten. 


Kindergarten children vary in size, in age to some extent, in back- 
ground, and in the comfort, convenience, and privacy of their home en- 
vironment. Kindergarten children vary in mental and physical capacity. 
Kindergarten children come from homes of varying income.

In the kindergarten of the Natick Public Schools such children come 
together and learn to associate with, to work with, and to play with other 
children. ‘They learn to share, to give, and to take. There is play with 
blocks, there is dramatic play, there is quiet and active play, there is the 
care of pets, there is gardening, and there are many experiences which are 
exploratory, aesthetic, and creative. ‘There are excursions and visitations. 
Children listen to stories, tell stories, and see pictures and books. A sense 
of comprehension, meaning, and understanding is developed. There are 
musical experiences — singing and dancing. There is conversation, dis- 
cussion, questioning, and explaining. Materials must be put away. Health 
habits must be observed. 


The kindergarten has a responsibility toward reading. Emotional 
stability evidently has a bearing on a child’s ability to hear, to see, and to 
understand — it has something to do with his ability to master these skills 
that are so important to reading. The health factor, study habits, struggl- 
ing with problems, attention span, concentration, the increasing of a 
child’s vocabulary are all important phases in the process of learning to 
read. A year of happy and successful living and learning, as is possible in 
our kindergartens, is believed to be the best kind of preparation for 
learning to read and a most important basic step for further education 
and future life.

Improvement of Instruction 


The handwriting program, Rinehart Functional Handwriting Sys- 
tem, that has been in effect in the elementary grades, has been adopted 
through grade eight of the junior high school. By means of this program 
teachers as well as pupils benefit through instruction in modern method- 
ology of handwriting. It is believed that such a procedure will contribute 
much, in terms of legibility, speed, and neatness, toward the improvement 
of handwriting skill in our schools. 


The development of teacher-parent conferences on all levels has 
opened the way for more effective means of communication and for the 
studying of individual strengths and weaknesses of children in the ele- 
mentary, junior high school, and High School grades. 


The method of reporting regularly to parents of the progress of their 
children has been under consideration and study for sometime. 


Committees of teachers are working on the improvement of various 
phases of the school curriculum on both the elementary and secondary 
levels. ‘The revision of certain educational time-units and the improve- 
-ment of curriculum guides has been accomplished. 


Representatives of the Natick Public Schools meet at frequent in- 
tervals with representatives of many other school systems for the purpose 
of exchanging ideas, methods and procedures in the interest of ever im-

proving the offerings of education. Such meetings include those of the 
New England School Development Council, Science ‘Teachers of New 
England, National and State Secondary School Principals Association, 
Mathematics Teachers Association, English Teachers Association, Na- 
tional Foreign Language Association, Neighborhood Principals Associa- 
tion, Elementary Principals Association, Association of Supervision and 
Curriculum Development, The General Supervisors of Massachusetts, and 
other groups including Physical Education and Health, Social Studies, In- 
dustrial Arts, Guidance, and Administration. 


One of the conclusions established over a period of years in the science 
of education has been that of the extraordinarily wide differences in 
aptitudes among pupils. For years we have been caring for many of those 
known as “handicapped” children and recently more extensive laws have 
increased this responsibility. One of the greatest challenges that we now 
have is that of providing adequately for superior students. Present day 
opinion indicates that for these superior students too great immersion in 
books to the exclusion of other healthy interests is bad, just as all-out par- 
ticipation in athletics with neglect of regular school work is undesirable. 
This challenge is of much concern to us and our thoughts include even 
greater recognition to outstanding performance in the scholastic field 
than is now given and greater attention to finding more ways of providing 
challenging opportunities to superior students.

Education today, more so than before, has the problem of adapting 
work to the needs, interests, and abilities of those less scholastically in- 
clined pupils who now have no alternative but to continue to attend 
school, pupils who would have dropped out to go to work some years ago. 
It is pleasing to note that the percentage of “drop-outs” in the Natick 
School System is relatively very small in comparison with other systems. 
Increasingly there is recognition that many of these pupils have superior 
abilities along non-academic lines, and in planning educational procedure 
for them it is our purpose to have not only challenging experiences for 
them but to help guide their growth along the lines of their particular 
talents. 


Recent Jegislation relative to “handicapped-children” has been men- 
tioned. Many physically handicapped children are being cared for by a 
“home-teacher” and other special services. “Those mentally handicapped 
as defined by law — educable mentally retarded and trainable mentally 
retarded — are being cared for in special classes with special equipment 
and specially trained teachers. ‘The number of children needing this 
special instruction necessitates an additional special class immediately. 
Special transportation is provided for many of these children. 


Some of the greatest rewards from school for both the superior and 
less academically inclined pupils can come from extra-class activities or, 
better termed, co-curricular activities. Realizing this, it is recommended 
that your schools endeavor to program fair work loads for teachers who

are responsible for such activities as clubs, plays, pageants, the school 
paper, yearbook and others. If such activities provide valuable learning 
experiences for young people, as does the reading of textbooks and the 
writing of assigned papers, then they should be included in the regular 
school or educational program. 


High Lights of the Year 


It is impossible to list and to expound all of the activities, changes, 
innovations, and outstanding accomplishments that might be included in 
this category. However it is a pleasure to make note of the following — 


1. Graduation — On June 13 the first class to graduate from the new 
High School received their diplomas in the modern and spacious audi- 
torium. This exercise terminated at least twelve years of public school 
education for nearly all of the 193 graduates and nearly a week of com- 
mencement activities consisting of the Class Banquet and Party, the 
Junior-Senior Prom and other related activities — all of which were held 
within the facilities of the new building. Approximately 45% of the 
class are now attending schools of higher education, 14% are in the armed 
services, and 35% are in some kind of occupation. ‘The other 6% are 
either married, at home, or their address and occupation are unknown. 
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2. Exchange Students — For the first time in the history of Public 
School Education in Natick the High School was host to a group of 
representative students with faculty advisors from Wheat Ridge, Colorado, 
in what is known as an Exchange Student Program. With the pupils and 
teachers of the High School and parents they enjoyed approximately 
a week-long visitation to numerous historical points of interest in and 
around Natick and participated in various regular school activities. From 
all indications they had many enriching experiences that undoubtedly 
helped to broaden their knowledge and vision and did much for them 
in appreciating and understanding other people and areas of this great 
country. ‘he students, faculty, and parents are to be commended on the 
successful completion of the first part of this fine program. In the spring 
a representative group of students of our High School with faculty 
advisors will visit Wheat Ridge, Colorado, where a similar program is in 
store for them. Acquiring new friendships, developing a closer and 
stronger relationship with the young and older people of our nation, the 
responsibilities, the financial phases, the planning and learning aspects 
of such a program leave no doubt as to its value. 


3. “Little White House” Conference — The “Little White House” 
Conference on Education was held in the fall. Concerned with the many 
educational problems of growth and progress in our community and 
having knowledge of similar problems throughout our state and nation, 
the administrators of your public schools met, discussed such a conference, 
and formulated the very elementary plans for such a program. A planning 
committee, consisting of citizens from various areas of the town was formed 
and, assisted by many members of the school personnel, performed an 
outstanding task. The conference was held in the High School on Monday 
evening November 7 with over 600 people participating. Consultants, 
leaders, recorders, and participants from many of the colleges and uni- 
versities, from business and industry, and from the professions were in 
attendance. Many areas of agreement and disagreement developed and 
issues to be studied in the future were established. A summarized report 
of the conference has been completed and is available in public school 
offices and in the town library. Some of the issues suggested for study 
include: the need of more school building facilities, the pupil-teacher 
ratio, provision for gifted children and slow learners, kindergartens, 
“drives” in schools, teacher shortage, teaching standards and salaries, the 
role of citizens groups, guidance, and many others. (See Summarized 
Report.) 


4. First Grade Reading Program — For a number of years the Natick 
Public Schools have been engaged in a remedial or developmental reading 
program. On all levels specially trained and interested teachers have 
carried on a program designed to give additional help to all pupils and 
particularly those pupils who have evidenced a lack of understanding of 
the basic fundamentals of the reading process. Some fine work has been 
done and satisfying results accomplished. The perfect approach and pro- 
cedure for the teaching of reading is an objective which has been long 
sought by leaders in this particular field, as well as the subject of intensive 
and extensive experimentation and research by many private and college 
clinics.

Our concern recently has been the elimination of those factors that 
deter successful progress in the reading field before they have the pos- 
sibility of development. Fortunately this fall Natick had the opportunity 
of being included in a program with Boston University which purposes to 
make the teaching of reading in the first grades more effective. Outstanding 
educators in the field of reading from this university have given freely of 
their time and experience to the first grade teachers. Beginning reading is 
being approached with the development of auditory and visual discrimina- 
tion and a knowledge of letters and their sounds. ‘The formal reading 
program is started after the preliminary training in phonics. 


It is believed that if many of the difficulties and confusions are eli- 
minated on the very primary level through this procedure, there will be 
fewer children who will require the services of the remedial reading pro- 
gram as they progress in their school work.

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The Future 


Questions have been asked and discussions have taken place during 
the past many months as to the ability of the Public Schools to house all 
pupils who will come under its jurisdication this coming September, 1956. 
It therefore seems timely that an explanation of the school housing ac- 
commodations, including the many necessary adjustments probably needed 
this coming fall, should be given as a part of this report. 


The question as to whether all pupils may have housing this coming 
school year is easily answered in the affirmative. To the question as to 
whether all pupils may be adequately housed, bearing in mind available 
school facilities, the answer is also in the affirmative. ‘To the question as to 
whether all pupils may be adequately housed, bearing in mind the ap- 
proved and recognized educational program and procedure and area- 
education, the answer is no. Area-education, as used here, is defined as 
elementary education for grades K-6 presented in a school building in a 
specific area or section of the town. 


However, as a result of much study and consideration by school 
authorities, we believe that we can house all pupils within the accom- 
modations of our public school buildings by transferring and transporting 
pupils from areas with crowded conditions to areas with available 
facilities. Such accommodations may be accomplished by making use of 
rooms smaller than regular classrooms, and by making use of certain large 
multi-purpose rooms with partitions. By so doing, we believe we can eli- 
minate the need of going again into a “two platoon-session” type of or- 
ganization on the elementary level, and that we may continue to sponsor 
kindergartens as a part of our educational program. ‘This we may do for 
the coming school year only, unless approved additional facilities are 
made available. It should be mentioned at this time that the plans and 
specifications for the Cole School in West Natick seem to be progressing 
satisfactorily and that it is the hope of the Building Committee that the 
Cole School on Boden Lane will be ready sometime in the fall. We 
believe that, in spite of these numerous adjustments, we can present an 
acceptable well-rounded educational program for all the children of 
Natick so that they will receive proper help and good sound training. 
Nevertheless, it should be understood that if use is made of such multi- 
purpose rooms for regular classroom purposes, we are curtailing a very 
important phase of the approved educational program, namely physical 
education, as well as non school use. 


‘There has been much consideration, thought, and study given to 
the many problems related to the presentation of a proper public school 
educational program by the School Committee, members of your school 
personnel, and citizens. In fact your School Committee is considering the 
advisability of appointing a Citizens Advisory Committee. A Citizens 
Advisory Committee is believed to be necessary in such a rapidly expand- 
ing school system and fast growing community. The purpose of such a 
group would be to assist the School Committee in an informatory and 
advisory capacity with the school housing problems and possibly later 
with other educational problems of this important Trusteeship of Ameri- 
can Democracy — ‘The Public Schools. 
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Proper school housing this fall, under the existing circumstances, has 
many avenues of procedure and varied solutions. For your information, I 
submit the following methods that have been considered, and with the 
exception of the first have been eliminated: 


1. Construction of semi-permanent partitions in auditorium-gym- 
nasium rooms, otherwise known as multi-purpose rooms, in elementary 
schools. ‘hus there will be available additional classrooms for pupils who 
must be accommodated. 


2. ‘I'wo-platoon system in one or more elementary grades. 
3. Half year sessions of kindergarten. 


4. ‘The use of buildings other than public school buildings for class- 
rooms. 


5. ‘Lhe use of other school buildings on the secondary level for ele- 
mentary grades. 


With reference to item one above, the following schedule offers a 
present solution to certain overcrowded conditions on the elementary 
school level for this coming school year. It should not be construed neces- 
sarily as a definite procedure that will be followed for other factors may 
necessitate further adjustment. It is presented at this time for the purpose 
of informing the community that much consideration is being given by 


school authorities to the best solution, bearing in mind equal educational 
opportunities for all pupils.

The Coolidge Junior High School will house this coming school year 
erades 7 and 8 by making further adjustments in classroom accommoda- 
tions. ‘The anticipated enrollment is approximately 800 pupils. 


The High School will accommodate grades 9 through 12 and will have 
an approximate enrollment of 1,200 pupils. Whereas it would seem to 
some that a building with a pupil capacity of 1,500 or more pupils could 
temporarily care for 200-300 pupils on other levels it should be realized 
that the complexity of a secondary school program with its many and 
diversified offerings, specialized equipment and facilities makes it im- 
possible to make such a provision. All rooms in the High School are being 
used at the present time. 


Conclusion 


We believe that we have progressed educationally during this past 
year. ‘To those who are sincerely interested in familiarizing themselves 
with our facilities, with our educational program and with our policies, 
we extend a warm welcome. Many worthwhile programs are being carried 
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on for the youth of our community by such agencies as the church, the 
school, the scouts, the Recreation Commission, and other similar groups. 
However, the home must provide a climate and an environment which is 
conducive to the growth of wholesome boys and girls, for unless this is 
done it is possible that all of the constructive work which is accomplished 
at the community level may lose its value. 


May I take this opportunity to express my appreciation for the

1955 HAS PROVED TO BE AN UNUSUALLY BUSY YEAR FOR THE STAFF OF THE 
Morse Institute with a total circulation of 199,993 books. The month of 
March broke all pervious records in the adult department, with a circu- 
lation of over 10,000 books. It is encouraging to note that more non- 
fiction is being read now than ten years ago and that people still want 
to read good books even though television has become an accepted fact in 
most families. 


A new system of charging books was introduced in September, 
whereby the record of the books taken by a patron is recorded mechan- 
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ically. Over 5000 library borrowers have been reregistered and have 
been given new identification cards. ‘This mechanical process, which 
is now being used in many libraries, has simplified and speeded up the 
laborious process of charging books by hand. 


2594 books were processed and added to the library’s collection of 
66,789 books. Among them were an unusually large number of reference 
books. ‘These are necessary to keep pace with the questions that are 
being asked at the desk. In the next year the library will continue to 
add up to date reference material. 


The most important change that was made during the past year 
was the renovation of the Children’s Library. The completion of this 
project took much longer than was anticipated. Consequently the Chil- 
dren’s Library was closed from July to the first of December. Partitions 
were torn down and the Children’s Library was opened up into one large 
room. The walls, woodwork and furniture were painted, a new tile 
floor laid, a new lighting system and a charging desk installed. The lower 
half of the stained glass windows was replaced with clear glass. The 
color scheme is gray and coral. The result has been a light, spacious, 
attractive room which has met with the enthusiastic approval of the 
children. There are still a few more details to be finished before the 
room will be substantially completed. 


As the Children’s Library was closed for some months, there was 
a drop in their circulation of books for the year. The children were 
urged to take out a goodly supply of books for the summer vacation 
period. Also limited library service was given one day a week from the 
Bookmobile. The activities of this department were of necessity cur- 
tailed this fall but will be resumed the first of the year. Library service 
was given to five elementary schools by the Bookmobile. Classes from 
the Center School came regularly to the Children’s room for library 
instruction and to select books for home reading. This has helped 
greatly to foster and improve the children’s interest in reading. 


There was another change made that has been greatly appreciated 
by the staff. ‘he ‘Trustees’ room in the basement was made over into 
an attractive staff room with most of the work being done by the 
Children’s Librarians at very little expense. 


The Bookmobile has shown an increase in the number of adult 
books circulated. In many of the areas served the population has been 
changing but interest in reading is still maintained. Bookmobile service 
to the Lilja School was curtailed this fall in order that limited library 
service could be given to the children at the main library until the 
children’s room was reopened. At present, it would seem that the only 
way in which Bookmobile service could be expanded would be through 
the purchase of a second bookmobile. With the prospect of another 
school being built in the Westfield area and in order that adults in 
Wethersfield, Westfield, Natick Farms may have library service, a second 
bookmobile would seem a logical solution. Plans for this should be 
considered during next year. 


In February the resignation of Mrs. Ellen Earley, Assistant Librarian 
and Cataloger, was accepted with regret, when she and her husband had 
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an opportunity to adopt a baby. This position was filled in October by 
Mrs. Frances Frommherz, a graduate of Simmons College School of 
Library Science. Her previous experience has been at the Boston Public 
Library and the Ryerson Library at the Chicago Art Institute. Al- 
though all the positions on the staff are now filled, there is still need 
for an additional staff member. Natick is still growing and the library 
is being used more and more each year. 


Because the library has been without a cataloger for a good part 
of the year, only essentials could be taken care of and other things, less 
pressing, had to be set aside. The replacement of the collection of 
phonograph records was postponed until next year. ‘These will be re- 
placed with 3314 long playing records. 


Book talks were given by the Librarian and the Assistant Children’s 
Librarian and book exhibits were provided for various oragnizations. 
Staff members have attended several library meetings during the year. 
‘Two of the staff, Ann Rinehart and Richard Bodge, are working toward 
their library degrees at Simmons College. The Librarian was very glad 
to be able to serve on the Steering Committee of Natick’s “Little White 
House” Conference in November. 


A small collection of film strips was presented to the Library by 
the Natick Council of Churches. ‘This is available for anyone who 
wishes to use it and it 1s hoped that it will be in great demand. 


Many thanks are due the Natick Bulletin and the Natick Herald 
for the gifts of their respective papers and for printing the Library 
Column. The Library has been the recipient of many gifts of books 
and magazines and is very grateful for them. 


Next year the Adult Department needs to be renovated, so that it 
will be as attractive as the Children’s Library. It would be desirable 
to have a separate room for the young people, a music room and a place 
where community meetings or programs could be held. These are things 
that are planned for in new library buildings and that help the library 
play an important part in the life of the community. Old buildings are 
not usually so easily adaptable for these purposes. 


The library today is an important source for self education. It 
stands ready to serve and help each and everyone in his search for 
knowledge or recreation. Each citizen of the town should become 
acquainted with his Public Library and learn to make use of its re- 
sources. ‘The staff is always glad to be of assistance. 


The Librarian is most appreciative of the cooperation and loyalty 
of the staff and of the good will and understanding of the Trustees.

THE DETAILED REPORTS BY THE TREASURER AND BY THE LIBRARIAN ARE 
submitted herewith. 


During the year 1955, certain renovations of the library, including 
renovations of the roof, the exterior, the children’s library, and the 
staff conference room, have been substantially completed. As anticipated, 
the work undertaken for the Children’s Library has permitted more 
pleasing and efficient operations. Certain additional necessary and rela- 
tively inexpensive items for the Children’s Library are desirable. The 
exterior trim of the library building should be painted, and the main 
floor and stack room of the library building should be painted, and the 
tile floor should be replaced during the year 1956. ‘The staff of the 
Children’s Library made substantial voluntary manual contributions to 
the work of furniture restorations, and for this the trustees are grateful. 
The trustees are grateful also to the townspeople for their cooperation 
during the time that the Children’s Library was closed for repairs. ‘The 
circumstance that the circulation of books was substantial and that 
circulation of adult books increased during the past year, despite the 
renovations undertaken, merits credit for all the library staff, particularly 
to all who assisted in the additional work imposed by circulation of 
books by Bookmobile. The trustees have concluded that a second Book- 
mobile is desirable for our growing community, but the extensive in- 
creased costs of such a dual operation causes us to postpone a recom- 
mendation for such an expenditure until 1957. 


‘The close association of the library work with that of the school 
department has continued during 1955, and the cooperative program for 
1956, particularly with the Center School, has been advanced. 


The librarians and trustees are developing plans for further com- 
munity participation in aspects of library interests. 


The fine an devoted work of our Librarian, Miss Elizabeth Part- 
ridge, and of all her library assistants, has been a matter of great 
satisfaction.

WITH AN ADDITIONAL SKATING AREA AT WHITNEY FIELD UNDER CONSTRUCTION 
and partially in use at present, the Park Department now maintains three 
skating areas. The entire Whitney Field which has been regraded, will 
now facilitate an “A-1” Little League field. With the cut and till from the 
skating rink, we will pick up extra playground area at the northeast corner 
of the field. 


The South Natick bathing beach and park area is undergoing 
renovation during these winter months. With new benches to be located 
back against the wall, all shrubs will be removed with the exception of 
the ornamental trees. ‘This upper area will be terraced and a foot path 
will be built. 


A new steel flagpole has been installed at the Common in place of 
the wooden one destroyed by the hurricane of ’54. “Two new permanent 
(living) Christmas trees have been planted in front and in the center of 
the Common. The large Flowering Crab tree that had been crowding the 
Veterans Memorial, has been transplanted to one center of the Common. 
This tree will now be able to display its full beauty when in bloom in the 
Spring. Other new shrubs have been added and transplanted. Benches 
were installed to facilitate comfort for shoppers and bus patrons along 
the East Central Street side. 


There are several areas in Town which we feel should be beautified. 
If we could get the funds and proper authority to do this we feel it could 
be done very economically. These areas are: the Town Forest Park, Henry 
Wilson Memorial, and the Boden Lane Cemetery which are places of his- 
torical significance. 


We believe all citizens of the town have seen marked improvements 
of the Parks under the jurisdiction of this Department. It’s the sole pur- 
pose of the department to fulfill the program it has earnestly initiated, 
namely, to beautify the Parks and playgrounds of this Town. This in- 
creases the valuation of these Parks and in turn adds to the pleasure of 
Natick citizens, making this a cleaner and healthier place to live. 


We believe the unification of the Park and Recreational Departments 
under a five man Board with the maintainance of all playground and 
recreational areas will increase the efficiency and economy of these de- 
partments. 


We welcome to the Board Charles Welch a man for many years a 
leader in recreation and park activities.

AS THE RECREATION DEPARTMENT, WITH A YEAR ROUND STAFF AND PRO- 
gram, prepares for the second Annual ‘Town Meeting in its young life, 
we realize there are many things for us to do. It does not seem possible 
that twelve months have passed since the present staff began its work. 
It scarcely seems possible that twelve months will afford the necessary 
time to do all of our plans for the next year. Perhaps all of our plans 
will not materialize completely; but by their wholehearted support 
and participation in public recreation and their willingness to work 
for even higher standards in extendng their Town’s program, the resi- 
dents of Natick are providing the ‘Seeds of Happiness” for creative, 
wholesome, satisfying, and constructive use of leisure time which con- 
tributes to personal growth and community stability — two requisites 
for successful democracy. 


Right here we must thank not only all the residents of Natick for 
their cooperation, but also all ‘Town departments and officials, and ‘Town 
private organizations without whose help it would have been impossible 
to operate in 1955. A special thanks to the Recreation staff, and the 
Recreation Commissioners, who have been a wonderful guiding and 
steadying influence during your new Superintendent’s adjustment period. 


The first task facing the present department was the planning, 
setting up, and operation of the fourteen playgrounds and Memorial 
Beach, the latter being transferred to this department in 1955. 


The summer playgrounds, operating under the supervision of Ed- 
ward Casey, Assistant Superintendent, and a staff of thirty, conducted 
diversified programs in all Natick neighborhoods. Most of the major areas 
of activities were touched on during a brief seven weeks season, such as; 
Arts and Crafts, Athletics and Sports, Drama, Dancing, Quiet Games, 
and Social Activities. Consideration is being given for the program to 
include more activities in the area of Nature, Music, and Hobbies. 
Though the 1955 season was considered a success, there is much room 
for improvement. 


This year saw the closing of one playground at the old North 
Natick School, and the opening of a new one at the Harold Johnson 
School. The latter proved such a success as to warrant it being made a 
permanent play area by the Recreation Commission. New innovations 
were tried, some retained successfully, and some discarded. ‘Through 
this past year of experience we have made plans for a bigger and better 
playground season in 1956. 


The development of Memorial Beach at Dug Pond is undoubtedly 
the biggest task facing this department for the next few years. It is 
not something that will be developed over night but will take time, 
patience and much effort. ‘This beach constructed for a town of some 
twelve or thirteen thousand people, many years ago, has not been 
changed though the population has more than doubled. We know the 
town is aware of this natural location and wants to develop it into 
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one of the finest and safest in the Boston area. We believe with some 
study and right direction this can be done, efficiently and economically. 


Though swimming is one of the most enjoyable of recreation activ- 
ities it also is one of the most difficult to supervise. Our only hope is 
that the seriousness of proper supervision is not brought out by a 
disastrous accident. 


The first step we believe is to provide controls for lmiting the 
service to residents only. ‘This is done by most neighboring communi- 
ties and it would seem reasonable that if other towns refuse to pay for 
non-residents’ recreation, Natick would do so also. If such controls are 
not provided it will necessitate enlarging the operating staff — as a 
safety factor. A new addition was made to the Memorial Beach Staff 
this past year. Police Matrons from the Natick Police Department were 
hired to supervise the women and girl bathers. This proved to be a 
very successful addition. 


Attendance at Memorial Beach up until the month of August was 
believed to be the highest in history. To estimate there were 40,000 
individual swim sessions would be taking a bare minimum figure. At 
the present there is no way to check actual attendance, however, there 
were many days prior to August when attendance. was close to 2,000. 
This sort of attendance in such a small area creates a serious safety 
problem. Swimming after the first of August was greatly reduced due 
to the threat of a Polio epidemic. 


There were 252 swimmers passed their Red Cross tests this past 
summer. This is not as high a percentage, of those enrolled, as could 
be. There are some changes going into effect next summer that should 
make the program more attractive, enjoyable and thereby increase 
results. However, the lack of adequate facilities for instruction is the 
greatest obstacle facing the swimming instruction program. 


Two new activities were added to the summer program; outdoor 
evening dances and tennis instruction. ‘The first were too few to properly 
evaluate, but we believe they will be very popular in the future. The 
tennis program, though of short duration, showed results that indicate 
this will be one of our most enjoyed and greatly attended activities, 
through proper development. Since last summer the department has 
purchased two flexible all year metal tennis nets, so that with limited 
supervision residents may go at any time to the high school courts and 
play. 

There has been great consternation by a few private organizations 
over the condition of some of the local ball fields. Since last summer 
we have received fine cooperation in this matter from the School and 
Park Departments. We have been assured that, all that can possibly 
be done according to finances and time, will be done. We are confident 
this promise will be kept. Though we do not judge the condition of 
some fields as serious as other organizations we do agree there can be 
improvements. Already the School Department has leveled the field 
at West Natick School, and put in new metal backstops at the East, 
West and Coolidge Junior High schools. The Park Department this

fall completely re-surfaced the Whitney ball field. The School Depart- 


ment, finances provided, is going to repair East, Murphy, and Bennett- 
Hemenway Schools fields before next summer. 


Before this summer we hope to have coordinated a system with 
the Park and School Departments, whereby the Recreation Department 
will be responsible for allocation of all ball fields during the summer. 
Then we can integrate (not operate) private functions; such as the 


softball and Little League programs, with the over-all Town Recre- 
ation Program. 


Fall saw the beginning of the basketball for boys and free play on 
Saturdays for girls. ‘he latter program was stopped at two locations 
due to lack of interest. We have plans for other girls’ activities so that 
they will have equal opportunity with the boys in the overall programs. 

The policy of the Recreation Commission is to conduct any reason- 
able program where interest is shown. If participation declines greatly 
the program will be stopped. Likewise if new interest is shown in any 
activity a new program will be set up. 


At the time of this report the Little League Basketball for Junior 
High Boys was in full swing with about 80 boys attending each week. 
The Elementary Boys’ Basketball Program at Lilja, Brown, Murphy, 


Eliot and Coolidge was experiencing an average attendance of 100 per 
week. 


Adult Hobby Classes were again successfully operated during the 1955- 
56 season. Courses included were: Bridge, Oil Painting, Flower Ar- 
ranging, Dressmaking, ‘Tailoring and Ceramics. 


An adult volley ball league for Natick men, and a badminton club 
for men and women are in the planning stage. All adult activities are 
self-supporting. 


The general concept of Public Recreation in the Town of Natick 
is still going through its growing stages. We are sure most residents 
realize the lack of adequate recreation programs and facilities properly 
supervised is a menace to the morals, happiness and welfare of a com- 
munity. Adequate areas and facilities properly equipped and_ super- 
vised are essentials of a sound Recreation Program. This department 
hopes to join, in the near future, with the Park Department, School 
Department, Recreation Council, and other ‘Town Officials, to survey 
Natick’s needs and make a long range plan for an intelligent and pro- 
gressive approach to the future of Recreation in Natick. The Recrea- 
tion Department will make every effort to guide citizens of Natick so 
that they too may join the hundreds of other towns and cities in pro- 
viding a Community Recreation program of high standards. 


The Department has tried to make this report as brief as possible 
and still summarize its operation. We hope in the near future to have 
a more detailed and concise report containing; facilities, activities, per- 
sonnel, attendance, inventory, and financial statement. When completed, 
it will be available to any resident of Natick.

‘THE CONTINUING GROWTH IN POPULATION IN NATICK WITH THE SUBSEQUENT 
increase in school enrollment has multiplied enormously the problems 
of providing adequate facilities and supervision by the Recreation De- 
partment. Some of the needs are: Additional play areas and equipment 
for summer playgrounds; extended beach area and added equipment and 
facilities for bathing; gymnasiums and playrooms for the winter program 
and personnel to man this extended program. We, all of us, see things 
that should be done and the Commission is fully aware that there is 
even greater need in other Town departments. We must be patient 
and content for the time being with gradual growth. 


Lite Saving classes were increased at Dug Pond under expert in- 
structors. ‘The need for some sort of supervision in the Girls’ dressing 
rooms at Dug Pond has been apparent for some time. ‘The loss of 
valuables, the defacing of property and the language and actions of 
some young people tended to discourage many worthy citizens from 
using these facilities. Qualified matrons, chosen from the Women’s 
Traffic Division of the Police Department were given the assignment 
of supervising the girls’ quarters and the girls themselves to the ad- 
vantage of all. 


The life guards at Dug Pond are, with few exceptions, men chosen 
from the faculties of Senior and Junior High schools who have been 
trained in physical education and water safety. ‘These men have done 
a superior job under overcrowded conditions. Last year’s report con- 
tained reference to the necessity of restrictive measures to make possible 
the use of the facilities by many more townspeople. Mr. Raymond 
Murphy, Superintendent of Recreation for Natick, will make reference 
to possible changes in his report. 


The Johnson School area was fully equipped this past summer 
and the value of supervision was shown by the lack of damage or dis- 
truction during the playground season although there was considerable 
damage both before the season opened and after the season was officially 
closed. 


‘Tennis instruction was inaugurated at the Senior High School courts 
with definite instruction periods. 


Shelters have been constructed at Lincoln and Bennett-Hemenway 
playgrounds to provide shade for those using the sand boxes and work 
tables. Another year a shelter will be required at the Murphy play- 


eround. 


The play areas have been well cared for through the cooperation 
of Mr. Gilleland and the Public Works Department. Not only the 
immediate play areas have been mowed but also areas previously not 
usable have been prepared and made available. Reference will be 
made in Mr. Murphy’s report to contemplated improvements in these 
areas and particularly the ball fields. 
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The Park Department maintained the Hunnewell Playground at 
South Natick in satisfactory condition and did much to improve con- 
ditions at Whitney’s Field. 


A detailed account of accomplishments during this past season and 
things contemplated for the coming year will be found in the report of 
Superintendent of Recreation, Raymond Murphy.

Home visits made by our Public Health nurses on contagious diseases 
numbered 1984. Measles were much more prevalent this year than any 
other contagious disease. 


Polio is a subject that certainly was in the minds of all this year. 
In May, we held our first Salk vaccine clinic and 1,624 pupils were vac- 
cinated at their various grammar schools. In June, we held our second 
clinic and vaccinated 444 pupils. In July, we had our first polio case 
reported and our last one on October 3Ist. Polio cases numbered 27 
this year as compared to 6 cases in 1954. Of these 27 cases, one death 
occurred. ‘Iwo patients are still hospitalized (1 bulbar and 1 paralytic). 
Three of these 27 were children in the vaccination age group and had 
_ received one injection of Salk vaccine each. However, each had a very 
mild case of non-paralytic polio, with no muscle weakness. Home visits 
by our nurses on polio cases numbered 69. 


Last spring 933 children received booster shots and 42 children 
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received regular shots at our Lincoln School immunizing clinics (pro- 
tection against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and ‘Tetanus). In addition, 
344 babies and pre-school children were innoculated at the spring clinics 
held in the Health Department. 


There were 43 Well Baby clinics held at our building during 1955. 
The babies brought to the clinics numbered 198. Premature births 
reported during the year totaled 33 (5 deaths) .

Our veterinarian has inspected all barns and all livestock therein; 
horses, cows, sheep and goats. The premises were found sanitary accord- 
ing to local and state requirements. ‘The animals showed no evidence 
of Barn Itch (Mange), Lump Jaw (Actinomycosis) or any other con- 
tagious disease. Approximately 1400 dogs were vaccinated at our Rabies 
Clinics last June. We had no incidents or reactions. Reimbursement to 
the ‘Town Treasurer (nominal fee collected) from the Rabies Clinics 
amounted to $577.75. 


Our School Dental Clinic is sttuated in the Center School. We are 
very proud of our facilities there. ‘The Clinic is staffed by two dentists 
and a Dental Assistant. During the past year our Clinic conducted 2269 
operations on 920 pupil patients. Fees collected and returned to the 
Town Treasurer totaled $2072. 


Our mosquito spraying program was carried on from April to Oc- 
tober. During that time our men and equipment were constantly 
active. We shall need a new mist sprayer next year. 


Our new laboratory, under the supervision of our sanitarian, has 
been certified by the State Department of Public Health. It is now 
among the 32 such laboratories which have been certified throughout 
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the state. Our laboratory work includes chemical and_ bacteriological 
analysis of water, milk, and frozen desserts to determine quality and 
purity. Duties covered by our sanitarian include investigation of all 
types of health complaints, consultations on drainage and disposal units, 
court hearings, dairy inspections, ice cream tests, inspection of stores and 
markets, etc., taking milk and water samples, percolation tests and lot 
sUIVeYS. 


Dug Pond, Lake Cochituate and None-Such Pond tested satisfactorily 
for swimming purposes during the summer months. The Charles River 
tested unsatisfactorily during the last four weeks of the swimming season. 


We intend to carry on our Salk vaccination program in 1956. We 
shall attempt to ably fulfill our obligations and responsibilities for the pro- 
tection of the health of our community. However, we feel that the town 
should authorize a committee to make an up-to-date survey and study 
of the dump and incinerator question in the light of the town’s present 
and future needs.

THE TREND OF ACTIVITY AT THE LrEONARD Morse Hospirat In 1955 
indicated quite clearly that hospital care in Natick is now big business. 
Monthly billings are running at a rate of $45,000 and rising. Annual 
billings for 1956 should reach the $600,000 mark. 


This rapid growth is accompanied by major problems and added 
costs. Staffing problems are more acute and replacement costs of equip- 
ment rise with the added burden of constant use, Payroll costs which are 
a major expense problem continue to rise as every effort is being made to 
attract and to hold capable employees and to improve the quality of 
Service to all who are confined to hospital care. 


The economic pinch that is being felt everywhere, as individuals 
have gone deeper into debt, is also being felt at the hospital. However, 
the collection problem is a serious one and very special attention is being 
directed to it so the credit of the hospital will not be impaired with our 
suppliers. 


During the year the hospital has received considerable financial help 
from individuals in the form of donations and from active groups in town 
who devote their time, energy, and talents to raise money to help the hos- 
pital meet its constant obligations. ‘The Trustees are deeply gratified for 
this assistance and urge all who are in position to remember the hospital 
in their charitable work, to continue to support this worthy cause. 


At the meeting of the Board of Trustees of June 14thjg1955.) Mr. 
Richardson Harwood resigned as Secretary of the Board of ‘Trustees but 
continued to stay on as a member of the Board, giving to it the benefit 
of his experience and continuing his deep personal interest in the affairs of 
the hospital. At this meeting, Mr. John L. Burke was nominated and 
elected Secretary of the Board of ‘Trustees.

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Report of the Administrator 


Our Hospital Year ending September 30, 1955 was the busiest ever. 
The admissions were up approximately 12% over the previous year and 
41% over the year 1952, the latest year before the new addition was 
opened. We had 2399 more days of hospital treatment than in 1954 and 
the birth rate was up 9% over the previous year. 


The Ladies Aid Association has helped immeasurably during the 
year with Air Conditioning in the X-Ray Department being one large 
item, together with a refrigerator for the Blood Program. ‘Their Coffee 
Shop fills a much needed spot in the life at the hospital for the con- 
venience of the doctors, personnel and visitors, and the Library Service 
is greatly appreciated. 


We have one of the very newest major Operating Room ‘Tables as 
a start of a room being furnished by the Evening Division of the Natick 
Women’s Club, and a new Major Operating Room light as a gift during 
the year. 


The Natick Chapter of the American Red Cross has been helpful 
with the Blood Program which has been changed quite a bit. We are 
now maintaining a small supply of blood of different types at the hospital 
at all times. 


The many different ‘Town Departments which we have occasion to 
call upon for aid at times are always most courteous and make us feel 
that Natick is an excellent place in which to be located. 


It is becoming more apparent each year that the people of Natick 
are beginning to know the hospital and show their interest in various 
ways. At Holiday time particularly many people remember those un- 
fortunate enough to be ill, and during the height of the gardening 
season many share their flowers and produce. Boy Scouts and Girl 
Scouts have endless projects to keep them busy and happy and to help 
cheer people who are hospitalized. 


The Medical Staff continues to give excellent service and to hold 
the interest of the hospital and the welfare of its patients in high regard. 
Several members of the Staff have received professional advancement 
recognition during the past year which naturally adds to the prestige of 
the hospital. 


The services of the hospital having increased in each and every 
Department keep it a busy place which is always striving for the best 
possible care for the people of Natick and its neighbors.

Housing Authority 


FIFTY-TWO TENANT UNITS OF THE VETERANS HOUSING PROJECT WERE COM- 
pleted and occupied since December of 1950. It has now been operating 
successfully for the past five years in that it has provided the Natick 
veteran with modern, low cost housing which they otherwise would be 
unable to obtain as the average rental paid for the current year amounts 
to $43.00 per month and is based on percentage of their monthly in- 
come as:— 


Families with less than three minor dependents, 18% of their 
income constitutes the monthly rental; and families of three or more 
dependents, 14% of their income. ‘The minimum rental is set at $30. 


Applicants shall be admitted to tenancy in the project only if their 
net incomes are below the following established income admission 
limits: — 


Families with less than three minor dependents $3,775.00 
Families with three or more minor dependents 4,000.00 


Continued Occupancy Limit: 


Families of less than three minor dependents 4,275.00 
Families of three or more minor dependents 4,500.00

assessed value of property taken over for the housing project as $4,675 
or at a present day tax income to the Town of $303.88 yearly. The 
Natick Housing Board is pleased to state that $1,872 was paid to the 
Town of Natick this year in lieu of taxes. 


The objective of the Housing Authority is not for profit but for 
human welfare, and the members of the Board take special pride in 
acknowledging the high spirit of cooperation of the tenants in upkeep 
and good housekeeping, thus making our project one of the best in 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


‘The Natick Housing Authority wishes to express its appreciation 
to the several town departments and the veterans organizations for 
their continued assistance and cooperation. 


The financial stability of the project and its success in assisting 
eligible veterans to obtain modern, safe, and comfortable living ac- 
commodations for themselves and their families, is due in large part 
to the interest and help of these departments and organizations. 
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In March 1955 John A. Grady was duly elected for a 5-year term 
succeeding Henri A. Prunerat as a member of the Natick Housing 
Authority. 


Housing for Elderly 


The Housing Board is now working on plans to provide housing for 
the elderly, but this approval must come from ‘Town Meeting action; 
and we are hopeful that all will support this article in our annual 
meeting in March. 


In this respect the State Housing Board Chairman, Daniel ‘Tyler, 
recently stated in a letter to this authority, “It is encouraging to see the 
active interest which your Authority intends to take in this humane 
housing program.”

The Board of Appeals heard approximately 75 appeals for variances 
during the past year, the majority concerning non-conforming lots. 

The appointment of an Electric Inspector in 1954 in the person of 
Robert J. Doran is beginning to prove worth while and a great deal 
has been accomplished since he took over. 

As Residential Building has taken a definite drop, most of our new 
dwellings are being erected by individual property owners who have 
land sufficient for three or four dwellings, and this seems to be uniform 
throughout the town. There is also considerable activity in making 
repairs and alterations to private homes, which perhaps has been more 
or less neglected in favor of new construction. 

Another phase of the Building program which still requires con- 
siderable thought is the Industrial and Commercial developments, both 
those now located on the Turnpike and those hopefully anticipated. 
This phase should be given considerable thought.

DURING THE YEAR 1955 THE TOWN OBTAINED 5 G.E. Monitor RaAprios 
through the Federal Matching Funds. ‘These radios were assigned to 
the Fire Department and Police Department. Also, a Warning System 
for the Central Station of the Fire Department was obtained under 
the same program. 


The Auxiliary Police assisted Chief Shea at all times when he so 
requested. A new auxiliary 614 K. V. was obtained for the Police 
Station under the Federal Matching Funds. 


Director Wells attended a course on Evacuation at the Federal Civil 
Defense Staff College at Battle Creek, Michigan from December 5th 
to December 10th. 


The Director, with the cooperation of the Board of Health and 
Board of Welfare, evacuated the Natick Restorium at South Natick to 
the Leonard Morse Hospital due to flood conditions caused by the 
(Claigwales: Rane.

A program of making I.D. ‘Tags for all the school children of Natick 
was started by the Director and good progress has been made on same.

NATICK INDUSTRIAL COUNCIL 


THE NATICK INDUSTRIAL COUNCIL HELD SEVERAL MEETINGS DURING 1955. 


Its principal activities involved assisting with the negotiations which 
resulted in the sale of a large tract of land on the south side of Route 9 
to Cabot, Cabot & Forbes. ‘This development will amount to approx- 
imately $10,000,000. “To this end, the Council was very active in plan- 
ning proper re-zoning articles for the ‘Town Meeting. 


The Council is planning a very progressive program for 1956, 
anticipating that invitations to bid will be issued on the Natick and 
Framingham sewer beds sometime mid-summer. ‘The Council intends to 
guide the overall development of this property with particular attention 
to utilities and highways to avoid waste of potential assets through 
individual sales before a master plan is formulated. 
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The Council will work very closely with the ‘Town of Framingham 
and interested developers. Should the sewer beds be abandoned during 
1956, the ‘Town of Natick, as well as the Town of Framingham, will 
have to authorize the sale of their respective sewer beds. ‘The Council 
believes its duty is to work with the officials of both Towns to insure 
that the lands are available simultaneously. 


The railroad extension from the north of the Carling and Ford 
property should be made, probably to Shoppers’ World. ‘To accomplish 
this, a portion of the sewer bed property must be made available. The 
Council plans to have an engineering study made and possibly acquire 
certain lands for right of way for the railroad, electric, gas and telephone 
utilities. 


Plans are now being made by the Council for next year’s activities 
with this potentially valuable property in mind. It is intended to assist 
in the orderly development of this property to the best interests of 
the Town from a long-range point of view. 


The most important work of the Council since the date of its 
establishment will undoubtedly be done during 1956.

LONG RANGE PLANNING COMMITTEE 


THE Lonc RANGE PLANNING COMMITTEE HAS IN THE PAST CONSIDERED 
at some length the capital expenditure programs of the various ‘Town 
departments. This consideration has unfortunately, suffered from the 
lack of a long-term and comprehensive plan for the improvement and 
healthy development of Natick. It has been difhcult to assess properly 
the expenditures proposed by one department alongside those of other 
departments. No comprehensive plan existed to serve as a measure 
for the timing or the relative importance of future projects. 


In an attempt to fill this need for a comprehensive, but general plan 
for the future and to serve as a yardstick for evaluating the current and 
future programs of the various departments, the Long Range Planning 
Committee has reoriented its own work during the past years. As a 
first step in this change of direction the committee established its 
collective evaluation of the scope of activity for a Long Range Plan- 
ning Group. This evaluation made apparent the need for the committee 
to undertake a basic but comprehensive study of Natick, its government, 
and its present facilities as well as its probable future, stabilizing the 
Town’s capital expenditures, in an effort to keep as steady a tax rate 
as possible. 


Natick’s fundamental need is to show a prospective home owner or 
Business or Industrial owners, contemplating establishing in Natick, 
that they will be assured of: 
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1—Efficient low cost local government 


2—-Fair valuations on personal property and real estate, both old 
and new 


3—A sound financial policy that does not involve a heavy debt to 
burden the ‘Town in the future 


4—Continuation of the present High-Grade School System 
5—Efficient Police and Fire protection 

6—A safe and adequate street and highway system 
7—Attractive playgrounds, parks, and recreation. facilities 


8—A system of Zoning that will provide a reasonable amount of 
protection to existing residences and attract desirable home 
construction 


9—A system of Zoning that will attract lucrative Business and In- 
dustrial Units without offending existing residences 


10—A tax rate stabilized at a reasonable figure 


The Long Range Planning Committee, as it was originally estab- 
lished, consisted of ‘Twenty members, including Eight citizens “at large” 
and the following ex-officio members: 


Board of Public Works Chairman, 
Planning Board Chairman, 

Board of Assessors Chairman, 
Chief of Police, 

Chief of Fire Department, 

‘Town ‘Treasurer, 

‘Town Accountant, 

School Committee Member, 
‘Town Counsel, 

Board of Selectmen. 


We are hopeful that ‘Town Officials will again serve on this com- 
mittee, and as vacancies occur, will take up their places to accomplish 
this task that is before us. 


We ask that anyone having suggestions to make regarding desirable 
projects or objectives for the future, communicate these suggestions to 
us. In addition, we ask particularly that any Town agency, civic group, 
or individual, at present engaged in any form of research on Natick, 
inform us of this fact and state the general character of this study so 
that duplication of effort may be avoided, and in order that we may 
serve as a clearing house for the source and type of information that 
is available on Natick.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH — PURSUANT TO 
VOTE OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING (1955) UNDER 
ARTICLE 54 


ARTICLE 54 OF THE WARRANT OF ANNUAL ‘TOWN MEETING (1955) STATES 
“To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money to fluoridate the 
town’s drinking water.’ ‘The ‘Town Meeting voted “To refer to Board 
of Health for study and a report to the next Annual Town Meeting.” 


Without a doubt the question of fluoridation of the public water 
supply is a controversial matter. The Board of Health, which over 
the past number of years has had complete agreement on all issues, is 
unable to present a unanimous report on this subject. 


There is a large quantity of literature on this sub‘ect available to 
the public. In addition to booklets issued by various interested organi- 
zations, we might mention a book entitled “Fluoridation as a Public 
Health Measure”, James H. Shaw, Editor, Harvard School of Dental 
Medicine (published 1954 by the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science). There is also a wealth of information in the printed 
report of “Hearings before the Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce, U. S. House of Representatives”, (May 1952) on H.R. 234] 
“A Bill to Protect the Public Health from the Dangers of Fluoridation 
of Water”. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Health, Bureau of En- 
vironmental Sanitation, in a pamphlet titled “Fluoridation of Water 
Supplies” states as follows: What is Fluoridation? Fluoridation is the 
addition of fluoride compound in controlled amounts to the water supply 
of any City or Town for the purpose of reducing tooth decay. 


Why Fluoridate? Research over a number of years has snown that 
where one part per million concentration of fluoride exists naturally in 
drinking water, there is also a very low rate of dental decap. As a result of 
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these findings, Newburgh, N. Y. and Grand Rapids, Michigan, are two of 
the communities which have inaugurated ten year demonstrations to study 
the effects of the addition of fluoride to drinking water. ‘The results after 
five years indicate the fluoride added to water artificially produces the 
same reduction in tooth decay as waters containing fluoride naturally. 


Does Massachusetts need Fluoridation? ‘The water supplies in Massa- 
chusetts contain very little fluoride — a situation which is probably re- 
sponsible for the extremely high rate of dental decay found in this 
state.

How can the Public Water Supply be fluoridated? Fluoride com- 
pounds can be added to a public water system; of the four compounds 
available, sodium fluoride and sodium silicofluoride are the most com- 
monly used. Commercial sodium fluoride, which contains 95% available 
sodium fluoride, can be purchased in either the powdered or the crystalline 
form. Its solubility in water is 4% and it is not affected by ordinary 
temperature changes. Sodium fluoride in solution yields 43% fluoride. 
For an approximate cost of $2.50, 20.4 pounds of sodium fluoride in one 
million gallons of water will yield a one part per million concentration. 
Sodium silicofluoride is a compound of very solubility, less than 1%. 
Its cost is only one-third the price of sodium fluoride. However, it is 
not economical if used by water departments supplying less than one 
million gallons of water per day because it requires more expensive 
equipment and more careful supervision. What kind of equipment is 
needed? ‘The type and cost of equipment will vary in individual com- 
munities. In installations supplying up to two million gallons a day, a 
hypochlorinator type of apparatus can be used at an installation cost of 
from $600 to $800. When the quantity of water used is greater than 
two million gallons per day, consideration should be given to other types 
of apparatus. ‘The conventional type of gravimetric or volumetric chem- 
ical dry feed machine is recommended. Either sodium fluoride or sodium 
silicofluoride can be used with this apparatus — which should include 
a dust exhauster. The cost would range from $1400 to $4300 per in- 
stallation.” 


There is an impressive roster of persons, and organizations of recog- 
nized scientific standing endorsing the efficacy and safety of fluoridation. 
‘Testimony in opposition to fluoridation has been expressed by a minority 
of persons of undoubted scientific training and experience in relevant 
fields. “The opponents do not usually question the effectiveness of the 
procedure but have reservations as to possible toxic effects. We note an 
inordinate amount of emotional bias on both sides of this question, 
even among technically trained men. This tends to confuse the issue 
to a neutral party. 
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We note that as of September, 1955, fluoridation programs were 
operating in 1119 communities with a total population of approximately 
21,000,000 persons. In Massachusetts there are 17 communities and 2 
Institutions with a population of approximately 167,000 persons drinking 
fluoridated water. The largest city in the U. S. with such a program is 
Philadelphia. 


Prior to the 1955 Annual Town Meeting, the Board of Health 
inquired of 14 dentists and 18 doctors of medicine (practicing or residing 
in Natick) as to their opinion of fluoridation of the public water supply. 
With respect to the dentists 71% were in favor and 28% were opposed 
to fluoridation. As to the doctors of medicine 61% were in favor and 
38% were opposed to fluoridation. 


It is not known presently what the reaction of the Carling Ale 
Company, a potential user of huge amounts of Natick water, would be 
to the question of fluoridation of the public water supply. 


The fluoridation question is divided into four main issues: 
1. Does fluoridation accomplish the reduction of dental caries? 
2. Is fluoridation safe to all persons; young, old, sick and well? 
3. Is there an inexpensive, workable method of accomplishing 
fluoridation? 
4. Is fluoridation a public health measure which is legally and 
morally proper? 


The Board of Health is divided on the question. One member is 
convinced that the fluordiation program is sound in all respects, and 
is in favor of making a positive recommendation. Another member has 
a neutral reaction; he feels that the measure is not unsafe, but he is 
not certain that there will be substantial benefits. He is not in favor of 
making either a positive or negative recommendation at this time. The 
third member believes that the program would result in the reduction 
of dental caries in children by 50%. However, he is disturbed at the 
lack of unanimity in the dental and medical profession. In Natick, 
65% of the physicians and dentists favored fluoridation of the public 
water supply and 35% were opposed. He feels that the Public interest 
would best be served by a more cautious attitude before advocating the 
addition of any chemical to the public water supply. Therefore, he does 
not wish to make either a positive or negative recommendation at 
this time. 


All members of the Board are in agreement that the procedure to be 
eventually followed should be by means of a referendum of all voters 
by ballot at a regular election. 


In view of the diversity of opinions held by the three members, and 
the feeling that moderate course should always be adopted by the Board 
in doubtful instances, the Board is unable to make any recommendation 
axcept that no action be taken upon this matter at this time.

Following the opening and reading of bids on October 4, the con- 
tract was awarded to the low bidder, J. J. Bonavire Company of Natick. 
Previously, F. Burton Mitchell of Natick was selected as architect-engineer, 
and a building of colonial design, similar to, but larger than, the present 
South Natick Station, was decided upon as the most suitable for the 
surrounding residential area. 


Construction was started early in November, and at year’s end was 
well underway, with assurance of completion within the first quarter of 
1956. Orders for furnishings were placed in December. The building, 
under favorable conditions, should be ready for occupancy no later than 
A prilelelo56:

REPORT OF TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


IN COMPLIANCE WITH SECTION 61, CHAPTER 41, GENERAL Laws, I SUBMIT 
herewith the annual report of the Accounting Department for the year 
ended December 31, 1955. 


All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the ‘Town 
Departments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal 
requirements before being submitted to Treasurer for payment. ‘The 
payments, which were presented on 1,381 ‘Treasury Warrants, amounted 
to $5,472,444.97 for which the Treasury Department issued 40,151 checks. 


The Treasurer’s cash has been audited and found to be in order. 
The total receipts during 1955 totaled $5,388,914.82. ‘he cash balance 
on hand December 31, 1955 is $1,129,022.50 and is a decrease of approxti- 
mately $83,500.00 from the balance on hand at the end of 1954. 


Monthly notice of appropriation condition was forwarded on State 
approved forms, to all ‘Town officers, committees, and boards charged 
with the expenditure of ‘Town funds. At the time of this report no bills 
remaining unpaid for 1955 have been submitted to the ‘Town Accountant. 


Upon the close of the financial year, statements were compiled in 
tabulated form showing the amounts appropriated throughout the year 
and the amounts expended from each appropriation for the year 1955 
and the estimates for the year 1956; and copies were forwarded to the 
Finance Committee. 


Again this year and for the 15th consecutive year the departments, 
collectively, have turned back substantial unexpended appropriation bal- 
ances from their operating budgets. ‘he unexpended appropriation bal- 
ances, exclusive of Sewer and Water, returned to 1955 Revenue Account 
amounted to $121,844.71. 


As required by law, under Section 54-A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1955 receipts except from 
taxes, loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the 
source of such receipts was specified. “The actual collection in this group 
of receipts was $144,915.27 higher than the estimate used by the Assessors 
in determining the 1955 tax rate. ‘This excess was due primarily to a 
large distribution of State Income Tax, a much higher Motor Vehicle 
Excise collection, an increase in our School Aid Construction under 
Chapter 645, Acts of 1948 and other School receipts, 


In compliance with Section 53, Chapter 41, General Laws, I have 
audited the accounts of the Trustees of Public Trusts and the Trustees 
of the Morse Institute and have examined the securities held by these 
Trustees. —The Accounts were found to be correct and the securities 
in proper order. 


‘The following recommendations are made: a) ‘That 1956 authorized 
borrowing should not be in excess of our 1956 debt payments of $430,- 
250.00, so that we may keep our debt from rising above six million dollars.

b.) ‘That all copies of contracts be filed with the Town Accountant within 
ten days of signature. c.) ‘Vhat all departments submit all bills promptly 
for payment. d.) That the Town, again, consider the advisability of 
having all sewer and water bills committed to the Tax Collector for 
collection. (whose title would then be changed to Town Collector.) 
e.) That careful study be given to large capital outlays, particularly as 
to their effect on future operating costs by having a joint meeting of the 
Selectmen, Finance Committee, and all departments normally sponsor- 
ing capital outlay articles, to be held each year in October in order that 
a town wide capital outlay program could be prepared and submitted 
to the town meetings with a program for financing without borrowing in 
excess of $200,000.00 during each of the next five years, as this would 
reduce our outstanding debt to less than five million dollars by 1960.

Manufacturing District 
M-9 is located on the Northerly extremity of Oak Street. The larger portion of 
this tract is on the East side of Oak Street beginning where the Metropolitan 
Aqueduct crosses Oak Street and extending North for a considerable distance. 
This originally was the old Maffei gravel pit and at various times the gravel 
operations have been extended beyond the Manufacturing limitations as _ they 
are now defined. The new bounds will offer a substantial manufacturing tract in 
a location that is well adapted for the small type plants. No railroad facilities 
exist at this location and it naturally will be attractive to the lighter type 
industries. It has been the experience of those concerned with the Natick 
Industrial Council that a substantial zoning area is more attractive to industries 
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and, along this line of thinking, the Planning Board proposes at a later Town 
Meeting to extend this zone to a line approximately to the intersection of Pine 
and Oak Streets. This would make a substantial well shaped industrial plot on 
the East side of Oak Street. Since this Article is in conformity with our longer 
range thoinking of this area, the Planning Board recommends favorable action 
on this article.

A public hearing was held on 21 July 1955, on the subject matter of Article 
2 as provided in the By-Laws of the Town. 


The area included in this article is located on the South side of Worcester 
Street, Route 9, starting at the Framingham-Natick Town line and running to 
the East. 


While there was a proposed layout for the area with roads and _ utilities 
described, with a conception of how buildings could be located as required, the 
Planning Board stresses the point that this information is “a” plan of development 
and there is no provision in our building code and By-Laws that can guarantee that 
this plan will be put in operation. In other words, by rezoning the area as 
described, manufacturing is permissible while it is not allowed under the present 


business zoning. 


The matter of proper development of the Town is of great importance to 
insure adequate areas for each classification to permit the development of a sound 
tax base for operation. 


While Natick has considerable area now zoned for manufacturing that is 
not as yet built on, it is the experience in planning that it is necessary to reserve 
areas for specific purposes so as to have sufficient areas available when required. 


The area to be zoned leaves a buffer zone between the manufacturing area 
and the residential area to the South which we believe will protect the residential 
property in that area. 


With the construction of the Toll Road with an exit-entrance ramp at Route 
30, this area along with the area across the Pike already zoned for manufacturing, 
is properly situated for manufacturing use which will afford adequate space for 
development and give the Town a chance for a stronger Tax base. 


The closeness of Shoppers’ World to this area precludes much _ possibility 
of any business or mercantile development of substantial ‘size for this section of 
the Town leaving only smaller buildings with much less valuation.

f. Any building or other structure which, for want of repairs, lack of 
exit facilities, or dilapidated condition, or from any other cause, creates a 
fire hazard. 


The service of such orders as mentioned in this section may be made upon 
the owner or occupant either by delivering a copy to him personally, or in case 
no such person is found, by affixing a copy thereof in a conspicuous place on 
said premises, or by mailing such copy by registered mail to the owner’s last 
known post office address as appearing on the Assessor’s records.

Meeting called to order by the Moderator at 7:40 P.M. and stated that there 
was a Quorum present. 
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Voted, to waive the reading of the Warrant Articles. 
The Finance Committee reported through its Secretary, Mr. Harold D. Grant. 


The following Resolution was presented by Mr. Richard H. Potter and unanimously 
adopted: 


Whereas: On the twenty third of October, nineteen hundred and fifty five, Arthur 


C. Leavitt passed away in his forty-ninth year, the citizens of Natick, in Town 
Meeting assembled, hereby pay tribute. 


Arthur C. Leavitt was born April 25, 1906 in Natick. He was educated 
in the Natick Schools and a graduate of Northeastern University. In 1935 he 
was put in charge of the W.P.A. office as W.P.A. Sponsor’s Agent for the 
preparation and supervision -of W.P.A. Program in Natick. He was a veteran 
of World War II, serving in the South Pacific Area with the Seabees. On 
December 24, 1945 he was appointed Assistant Secretary to the Board of 
Selectmen and Clerk to the Town Accountant. On October 31, 1949 he was 
appointed Assistant Town Accountant. In December of 1950 he was appointed 
Town Accountant, effective January 1, 1951, and served faithfully as Town 
Accountant and as Executive Secretary to the Finance Committee until his 
death. He served on various committee and was very active in town affairs. 


Now, therefore, be it resolved: 
That the citizens of Natick pay final tribute. to the memory of Arthur C., 
Leavitt, a courageous, humane, and faithful servant, a sincere and true friend, 
a familiar figure in our civil life whose passing leaves behind a record which 
will always remain a standard to those who follow.

To see if the Town will vote to amend the vote to build an elementary school 
building, passed under Article 35 of the Warrant for the’ Annual Town Meeting of 
1955, so as to increase the amount appropriated and to. increase the amount to be 
borrowed and to extend the period for which the borrowing is authorized, to 
transfer a sum from available funds, to enlarge the purposes for which the money may 
be expended, or to take any other action to provide for payment of services rendered 
in connection therewith, or to provide for purchase of the original equipment and 
furnishings for the school, or otherwise act thereon. 


Voted, unanimously, that the vote to erect an elementary school building on the land, 
described and authorized by vote of the ‘Town under Article 3 of the Warrant 
of the Annual Town Meeting of March 16, 1954, be amended by appropriating 
the sum of $33,000.00.in addition to the original appropriation of $225,000.00 
established by vote under Article 35 of the Warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting of March 22, 1955 and said original and additional appropriations to 
include site preparation, erection of building, providing original equipment and 
furnishings, construction of approaches to the school, fencing school property, 
landscaping, completion of play areas and that the additional sum be raised 
and appropriated as follows: $2,154.21 from Unexpended Balance of the 
Improvement of Brown School Grounds Appropriation established by vote under 
Article 13 of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of April 15, 1952, 
$1,000.00 from the Unexpended Balance of the Acquire Land for School Use 
Appropriation established by vote under Article 3 of the Warrant for the 
Special Town Meeting of June 5, 1951, $5,000.00 from the Unexpended Balance 
of the Non-School Use of School Buildings Appropriation established by vote 
under Article 38 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of March 22, 
1955, $4,800.00 from the Unexpended Balance of the Special items (Center 
School Boiler $800.00 — Center School Masonry $2,500.00 — East Natick School 
Repairs $1,500.00) Appropriations established by vote under Article 10 of the 
Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of March 22, 1955, and $20,045.79 from 
Surplus Revenue and due to the heavy responsibilities of the School Committee 
and their desire to be relieved of the responsibility of the construction of this 
school that a committee of five (5) be appointed in their place by the Moderator

ARTICLE 2. 
(Police-Court House Building Addition Committee) 


To see if the Town will vote to amend the vote to erect a structural addition 
to the present Police-Court house building, passed under Article 42 of the Warrant 
for the Annual Town Meeting of 1955, so as to increase the amount appropriated and 
to increase the amount to be borrowed and to extend the period for which the 
borrowing is authorized, to transfer a sum from available funds, to enlarge the 
purpose for which the money may be expended, or to take any other action to 
provide for payment or services rendered in connection therewith or to provide 
for the original equipment and furnishings for the building addition, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


Voted, unanimously, that the vote to erect and equip a structural addition to the 
present Police-Court House Building, increasing the floor space thereof be 
amended by appropriating the sum of $18,000.00 in addition to the original 
appropriation of $34,000.00 established by vote under Article 42 of the Warrant 
for the Annual Town Meeting of March 22, 1955 and that the additional sum 
be raised and appropriated as follows: $4,500.00 from Surplus Revenue and 
$13,500.00 to be transferred from the Reserve Fund by the Finance Committee 
and said original and additional funds to be expended by the Police-Court 
House Building Committee. 


ARTICLE 3. 
(Board of Public Welfare — Rupert Warren, Chr.) 


To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will vote to raise, borrow or transfer 
from available funds and appropriate to the Board of Public Welfare for Public 
Assistance, to be used for increased cost of Old Age Assistance, or otherwise act thereon. 


Voted, Unanimously, to appropriate the sum of $30,000.00 to the Board of Public 
Welfare to be used for increased cost of Old Age Assistance and that the sum 
be raised and appropriated as follows: $500.00 from the Unexpended Balance 
of Treasurer’s Expense (Tax Title) Appropriation established by vote under 
Article 4 item 5 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of March 22, 
1955; $240.58 from the Unexpended Balance of the Printing Town Reports 
Appropriation (item 5) and $2,500.00 from the Unexpended Balance of the 
Insurance — Town Buildings Appropriation (item 6), both items established 
by vote under Article 15 of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of 
March 22, 1955; $136.60 from the Unexpended Balance of the Steel Flagpole 
Appropriation a special item established under Article 12 of the Warrant for 
the Annual Town Meeting of March 22, 1955; $300.00 from the Sale of Real 
Estate Fund and $26,322.82 from Surplus Revenue. 


Voted, unanimously, that Miss Anna Finn be authorized to draw up Resolutions, 
honoring the memory of the late George E. Yeo, former Selectman, and Benjamin 
G. Sargent, Superintendent of Public Works, said Resolutions to be printed in 
the Town Report for 1955.
